Group II, claim(s) 13-15, drawn to methods of treating a Plasmodium species related 
disease. 

Group III, claim(s) 16, drawn to method of inhibiting Plasmodium falciparum invasion 
into a red blood cell. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single generaf inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Applicants special technical feature has been 
destroyed by the teachings of WO 96/40766, which disclose of polyclonal and monoclonal 
antibodies to SABP and their respective 5 ! cysteine rich regions which are identical to the EBA- 
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175 protein of the instant invention. Accordingly, the antibody products are deemed to be a 
separate invention from the claimed methods of using the antibodies. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
